Clearing the Ground of Inevitable 


Third Term Suggestion* Which May 
Be Brought Before Ills Advisers In 


• Filling Engagements This Summer 


Washington. Jnne 12.—President Mc- 


Kinley has put an effectual quietus on 
the third term talk which has gained 
some currency In the newspapers 
through Interviews with certain well- 
known Republicans, favoring tbe re- 
monination of the president for a third 
term. 


Shortly before yesterday's cabinet 


meeting adjourned, Secretary Cortel- 
you gave to the press a signed state- 
ment by the president, intended for the 
American people, announcing that he 
was net a candidate for a third term, 
and would not accept a nomination It 
one were tendered. 


A decision to issue such a statement 


was reached Monday night, when the 
president read to the members of the 
cabinet his proposed statement, at tbe 
gams time persqnally pledging each to 
secrecy until public announcement was 
made. * The cabinet, on hearing the 
reasons the president advanced, which 
are substantially set forth in the public 
announcement, coincided with the view 
of their chief, that the present was ar. 
opportune time for its promulgation. 
The phraseology of the announcement 
was considered further by the cabinet 
yesterday, and, after a change or two 
from Monday night's draft, Secretary 
Cortelyoti was directed to make it pub- 
lic. 


The president's intimate personal and 


political friends later expressed them- 
selves as not surprised at the decision 
announced, but quite generally conceded 
that they had not expected such an an- 
nouncement at this time, thinking that 
the president would not so quickly take 
heed of the third term gossip. They 
said, however, that they believed the 
president had shown his quick and ex- 
cellent political judgment by crashing 
the third term movement in its very 
birth. 


The statement given out by the presi- 


dent was what occasioned the evening 
session of the cabinet Monday, which 
was attended with so much secrecy. 
The other topic then discussed closely 
allied to it was a certain proposed trip 
the latter port of this month. 
The 


president told his cabinet that he de- 
sired to arrange for a system of repre- 
sentation at most of the places where he 
is expected. 
He wants to have one or 


two members of the cabinet go for him 
to Buffalo and others to other places, so 
distributing the work around as to save 
him from it, in the present critical con- 
dition of Mrs. McKinley's health. 
In 


arranging for appearances the inevitable 
third term question would be suggested, 
and in order to clear the ground, the 
president thought it best to give out a 
dignified, but emphatic, statement oE 
the purposes of the administration. 
This has been effectively done. 


The following is the statement given 


out at the White House: 


"I regret that the suggestion of a 


third term has been made. 
I doubt 


•whether I. am called upon to give it 
notice. 
But there are. now questions 


of."the gravest importance before the 
administration and tbe country, and 
their just consideration should not be 
prejudiced in the public mind by even 
the suspicion of the thought of a third 
term. 
In view, therefore, of the re- 


iteration of the suggestion of it, I will 
say now, once for all, expressing a long- 
nettled conviction, that I am not only 
not, but will not be, a candidate for a 
third teriu. 
I would not accept a 


third-term nomination if it were ten- 
dered me. My only ambition is to serve 
through my second term to the accept- 
ance of my fellow countrymen, whose 
generous confidence I so deeply appre- 
ciate, and then with them to do my duty 
In the ranks of private citizenship."

HIS FIRST RACE. 


tt Harks <h» Supreme Moment ot • 


Joeker'a Life. 


"The career of a jockey being about as 


long as that of a gooft race hoise, the 
trainer must employ every moment to the 
best advantage," says Allen Sangree iu 
Ainslee's. *'He drives along in a rubber 
tired sulky while the boy is exercising iu 
the saddle. He studies the boy's hands, 
feet, body and eyes, explains the horse's 
peculiarities and schools him to forget 
there is such a thing as fear. That one 
final quality which enables the boy to 
seize the psychological moment in a race 
—fraught with triumph or disaster—the 
trainer cannot bestow. It must be born 
In the boy. 


"After several years of this tuition the 


boy is full eager for a mount and coaxes 
his tr&iner incessantly for 'just one 
chance.' One d / h e gets it. An owner 
has a horse that he wishes to try in a race, 
but does not want punished with whip or 
spur. The trainer picks the most promis- 
ing boy in the stable, secures a license 
for him and the five pounds' concession 
in weight that is allowed to an apprentice 
mount and sends him to the post. 


"This is the supreme moment in a jock- 


ay's life. On it may depend whether he 
'will be an outcast or a rich man. Any 
streak of the craven drastic training has 
long since erased. But he knows his mor- 
tal danger.-. He has heard this jockey 
talked of as 'dangerous,' and that one as 
a 'killer.' He bas also been told how to 
defend himself, and with set teeth the ap- 
prentice steels his nerve to give as well 
as to take. The last instructions of the 
trainer as be gives the boy a leg in the 
saddle nre to 'get off quick,' 'hold his 
head up' and 'don't get cut down.' These 
words refer to the management of the 
horse. Besides, the boy must look to his 
own safety, fpr unprincipled jockeys may 
try to throw him in a jostle," 'put him 
in a pocket' OF 'crowd him against tbe 
rail.' 


"When you stand at the rail watching 


a big race on a fast track and 13 or 14 
horses are coming home in a bunch in a 
dustcloud,. while 20,000 spectators, with 
their money in the bookmakers' hands, 
are on tiptoe yelling like mad, you can 
guess something of the feeling of the bpy 
then who is on the first mount With 
the dull, frantic undertone of hoofbents 
come tbe treble shrieks of the riders, 
crouched, chin to knee, far up on tho 
horses' shoulders, their eyes and nostrils 
thick with dust, their uniforms tinged to 
khaki. 
" "Make an opening there!' 
" 'Quick!' screams another, with an

"At such -a crisis two or three jockeys

Tbe Pan He Ha« With His 


Whlcb Wai a Kicker. 


In 1850, when Captain*Thomas Biiby 


of New Orleans was captain on the Sw«l- 
tow, which plied up and down the Mis- 
sissippi, he had a remarkable pilot, who 
was no other than Mark Twain, or Sasn- 
nel L. Clemens, the famous humorist 
While in a reminiscent mood one day 
Captain Bixby said to a Kansas City 
Journal reporter: 


"Sam wasn't much more tbon a young- 


ster when he came down to St. Louis 
from Florida, Mo., where he had been iu 
a printing office, and wanted to be a pi- 
lot. I reckon he was about the cjuaintest 
looking specimen I ever saw. He was 
about 24 then, and I hired him. We bad 
another pilot on board who took the 
•wheel in strange waters, for tbe river 
bed was as uncertain as the hind leg of a 
rnyle. And, 
speakis? of a mule, th* 


Swallow bad the queerest sort of engine 
that was ever seen. Tbe craft itself was 
a little shaky—it only plied between St. 
Louis and Cairo—being about 30 feet 
Jong, with a stern wheel, a large place 
for freight and passengers, a pilothouse 
and a place on what may be called the 
pilot deck for the engine. That engine 
went aboard when it was needed, and 
only then, ft burned no wood or coal, 
but ate a powerful sight of grass. It was 
a large gray mule named Jerry, which 
worked a treadmill that propelled the 
boat. Sam Clemens—you know his name 
of Mark Twain came later—was chief en- 
gineer and pilot He had a system of 
signals, and they were ingenious. By 
pulliag a cord he could raise a head of 
cabbage jtast out of reach of the mule. 
The engine would start for it and begin 
to walk after it, and the boat floated ma- 
jestically on down the river or up, as the 
case might be. When STm wanted to 
stop, he would pull a rope attached to the 
feed box of tbe engine. 


"Without intending to be personal, I 


will say that Jerry was one of the most 
intelligent animals I ever met His voice 
was inora on tbe order of a fog horn than 
a whistle. It was too much of a baritone 
for the latter. 


"When Sam wasted to whistle for a 


landing, he would hit Jerry with a stick. 
If he wanted, in tbe profane language of 
the river pilot, to go ahead like hades, he 
gave Jerry a touch of the whip. 


"But piloting on the Mississippi was 


not a job that a man would take for 
amusement unless he.had a Queer idea ot 
amusement 


"The pilothouse was a mighty lone- 


some place at night, especially so wbeu 
tbe folks below were in bed. 
Every 


other living creature on the boat was 
down below hut the pilot, and be had to 
stand there in the dark and everlasting!? 
twist that wheel to keep the boat from 
jabbing her nose into the bank or front 
climbing over sand banks. Boats didn't 
carry any headlight That would have 
bothered a pilot in those days coming 
from the opposite direction. 


"Our engine was a terrible kicker, and 


on one trip we bad an iron figure of an 
Indian on board—a cigar sign. Clemens 
was on watch one night, and things must i 
have been pretty slow in the pilothouse 
to suggest the idea of dressing up tbe In- 
dian and placing him near the mule. I 
was asleep on deck, as the weather waa 
warm, and was awakened by the most 
terrible racket ever heard this side of an 
explosion. 


"The mule kicked till he was plumb 


played out; then he laid down with us in 
the middle of the river."

A STOKT Of THE EABI.T 
DAYS IN NEVADA. 


The old Indian hunter laid down his 


paper saying: "I've been amused mightily 
to hear some folks discussing the threat- 
ened outbreak among the icdskins, the 
coolness with^ which they talk of such 
and the sneaking sympathy they've got 
with the devils. I'd just like to take such 
and give them just a mouth's residence 
on the plains when the Indians arc hold* 
ins councils and breathing out fire and 
murder and worse. I tell yon, I'd hear 
mighty little talk of sympathy then and 
see precious little coolness. But it takes 
us, who have gone through such, to know 
tbe horrors of an Indian war, the terrors 
thieatemug not men alone, but women 
and children—aye, the very baby in the 
cradle. I don't believe in people's hair 
turning white with trouble and anxiety, 
for mine would be as white as cotton if 
such would do it. Especially once did I 
have a fearful experience with redskins. 
Want to hear about it? 


"Well, it was in 1848, and I'd been out 


trading among the Flatbeads and the 
Nez Perces for nearly two years off and 
on, when one day I caught on to a scheme 
tbe Flathends bad got up to raid a little 
settlement near to where Canton, Nev., 
now stands. There were three families 
living there, and the plan was to wait un- 
til the men went to Carson City for pro- 
visions, when the women and children 
were to be lulled and the cattle run off 
by one party, while another waylaid the 
men on the way back and murdered them. 
I was up about Winuemucca when I got 
hold of this, and I set off for Canton as 
hard as I could go, but the men were gone 
by the time I reached the settlement, 
which was called Eidley's camp. I had 
reason to fear the Indians were only a 
few hours behind me, and we had to 
move quickly. Our only chance was to 
hide out in the mountains till they left 
the neighborhood or to work our way as 
best we could by night to Carson City. 


"It was useleis to think of saving the 


men, so I just kept that part of the busi- 
ness to myself. There were in all 13 of 
us, two women and thetr seven children, 
end three little chaps, whose mother bad 
died tbe week before, and me. The first 
thing I did while the women were getting 
ready was to stampede the cattle and 
horses to keep the Indians from getting 
them; then, as we started, I shut up the 
houses to keep the redskins as long as 
possible there before they found oat the 
people had run away. 


"We mride the little creek called Snake 


river by daylight, and after reronnoiter- 
ing I made the whole party wade out to 
en island in the middle, which was about 
20 by 30 feet and covered with flags and 
rushes and some stunted willows. Here 
we lay all day, for the most part down 
on our stomachs under the brush. Of 
course- we could build no fire or move 
about, so we ate th« cold victuals the 
women had brought along, and I dipped 
np water in my cap. Twice parties of 
Indians stopped not a hundred yards be- 
low where we were to water their horses, 
but judging from their actions I knew 
they did not suspect any one was near 
them, but were probably on their way to 
Bidley'g. They did not linger, but rode 
on at once, much to my relief, for all the 
time they were within bearing I am sure 
I did not draw a breath a minute for fear 
one of the children would cry out, when 
we would have all been massacred, but 
the poor little things, with the exception 
of a child a few weeks old, were too bad- 
ly scared to stir or speak unless bidden, 
end, as for the women, they put any man 
I ever saw to shame with their calmness 
and courage. 


"When night came, we struck out for a 


line of hills lying about five miles away, 
where I counted on finding a cave, or 
at least a hiding place. Of course I 
and the women and the larger children 
could bave made it without difficulty, but 
being obliged to wait on tbe little ones 
and to carry them every half mile or so 
we were nearly all night gftting to the 
nearest hill. We'd gone about a mile 
when low down on tbe horizon I saw a 
dull glow and knew the Indians were 
burning the camp and that they'd be on 
our trail in a little while. When we got 
to the bill, I could see nothing like a cave, 
and while it was pretty heavily wooded 
there was no place to hide where the In- 
dians would not spy us directly. I va3 
looking about me when I caught a 
glimpse of a black bear running around 
a rocky spur about half way up tbe hill. 
I followed just in time to see her go 
tumbling or climbing down a sort cf gash 
in the earth, which I knew must be her 
den. Without stopping I jumped after 
her and found myself in a little cave 
about 10 by 10 feet, but with anothei 
larger one leading away toward the cen- 
ter of the hill. 


"The bear began to growl when she 


saw me, and I sow, too. when my eyes 
got accustomed to the dim light, that sht 
had two cubs in tbe den with her, which 
she was going to defend. So, aiming as 
carefully as I could, I fired at her, break- 
ing her skull, after which I killed tho two 
cubs nod transferred my party to the 
cave. 
The last of the cold meat and 


bread was then eaten, and tho women 
and children, creeping into the Urger di- 
vision, which was, however, oJy about 
four feet in height, went to rest. But I 
was too anxious to rest, so I hoisted my- 
self out of the cavern and climbed to the 
top of, tbe hills to see i! I could see aught 
of the Indians. 


"Several times it seemed to me that I 


saw a band moving along the lice of the 


horizon, and, while the specks might have 
been c«tttle, I thought it best to stay 
where we were all that day, that night 
and tbe next day. Our great trouble was 
water, which bad to be brought from a 
spring on the other side of the hill, and 
as only a small quantity could be brought 
at a time, ray cap being the only vessel 
we had, tbe children •specially suffered a 
great deal. At last one of the women dis- 
covered a flat rock with a hollow dip in 
tbe middle which would hold about two 
quarts or so, and I kept this filled as a 
clutern. I ventured that night to roast a 
piece of the bear in a hole in the ground, 
£hjck_chapge of diet was a welcomf onei, 
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m r i l p t 


never passed such a time since I was 


torn, for I dared iajt sleep an hour for 
fear of a surprise, and thfe weight of re- 
sponsibility I felt, with those poor help- 
Itss creatures on my hands, was simply 
awful. 


"Late on the second day, when I climb- 


ed the hill for a last look, I saw a small 
band of Indians not more than an eighth 
cf a mile away. They did not number 
more than seven, but were armed and in 
full war dress and were heading straight 
for the hill. Dropping on all fours, I ran 
as fast as I could for the mouth of the 
cavern and, scrambling down, soon had 
the women and children crouched np iu 
the far end of the larger division, where 
no shots fired into the smaller could reach 
them, though I hoped the Indians would 
either pass by altogether or fail to find us 
if they halted. Silence then was an abso- 
lute necessity, and the women impressed 
this on the children. I then went back and 
by clinging to one of the bushes swinging 
across the entrance to the cave peered oat 
to see what the redskins meant to do. I 
could see they had struck our trail and 
suspected we wtre somewhere about, for 
they dismounted and, scattering, began to 
search tbe woods. 
• 


"As they drew near our Aiding place I 


dropped down into it and cocked the guns 
the women hud brought and my own 
trusty rifle. I suppose my frequent go- 
ings in and comings out had left some 
trace, for they seemed to notice the en- 
trance at once, and presently I saw a 
head peering over. The dim li^ht of tte 
care might hare prevented the owner 
from seeing me, but, ".as" ill luck would 
have it, the infant chilii T spoke of wailed 
Out just at this particular moment The 
cry was stifled in an instant, but it had 
been heard, and the head craned over fur- 
ther, while another and another popped 
over. I was crouching down as close as I 
could, but hearing the click of a trigger 
I knew concealment was no longer possi- 
ble and blazed away. Two screams told 
me a couple of heads had beeu hit, and 
the third disappeaied. I heard a voice 
shouting for the others to come up and 
could distinguish the tones of a colloquy 
being held, though without hearing what 
was said. 


"Presently a lighted torch was flung 


Into the cave, but I had retreated into the 
farther one, and, nothing being visible, 
the Indians were nonplused, and I heard 
one cry out that there was nothing there. 
Another ietorte,d angrily that some one 
had killed Blue Water and Leaping Tur- 
tle. 
This was followed by a patter of 


shots on UM floor of the cave, one of 
which, rebounding, struck one of tbe chil- 
dren on the breast, but, though the bullet 
Imbedded itself in his skin, tbe plucky 
little fellow did not utter a sound. As 
their firing still produced no effect, the 
Indians did not know how to account for 
matters, and presently one of them was 
imprudent enough to stick his bend over 
the edge, but I made no more, and they 
held another council. It was evident that 
they feared to enter the cave, not know- 
ing bow many lay concealed within it, 
and at last they hit on the very plan I 
had been dreading. 


"A lighted torch was thrown over, and 


a quantity of leaves and moss was pushed 
after it, but their amiable intention of 
smoking us out failed, owing to the damp' 
ness of the leaves and moss and my hay- 
ing deluged the earthen floor of the cave 
with all the water we had on hand. See- 
Ing this fail, they summoned up courage 
to enter the cavern, and as we saw the 
five forms leap into our hiding place we 
opened fire on them. I killed my man in- 
stantly, and so did Mrs. Ridley, who im- 
mediately let a dusky dovil who, scream- 
ing, rushed upon her bave the full con- 
tents of the otbrr barrel in his breast. 
Tbe other woman missed her aim ami 
the next moment was in the grasp of one 
of tbe Indians, but before I cenld come 
to her rescue her son, a boy of 12, had 
flung his arms around the redskin's neck 
and, hanging on his back, kept him from 
striking, when tbe woman, piekipK np'n 
tomahawk, struck him a tremendous blow 
on tho forehead. He dropped like a log, 
crushing the boy beneath him. The re- 
maining Indian, seeing his companions 
fall, made a break for the entrance and 
waa just climbing out when I caught him 
and, firing, brought him down with a bro- 
ken arm and a ball in bis side. 


"Seeing him helpless and thinking him 


dying, I did not sh-sot again, But went 
back to the women, whom I found shriek- 
ing with excitement. I quieted them and 
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eenrratulat«(] them on their 
which, howeTer. was entirely gone as 
soon an the call for it was over. I rolled 
the Indian off the boy, who was consider- 
ably bruised by the weight of the dead 
body, but otherwise not hurt. 
Tbe 


Wounded Indian I found to be an old ac- 
quaintance of mine, and. seeing be was 
dying rapidly, I did not disturb him. He 
told me that, finding Ridley's Camp de- 
serted, the main party had gone back 
home, but that, suspecting me of having 
warned them, some of the young hot 
bloods had followed us to be avenged on 
me. They were pretty certain that I waa 
the only man in the party, but did itot 
know but what others had joined us. 


"Well, we toofe possession of the ponies 


and were able to travel much more rapid- 
ly, though had it not been nearly desper- 
ate to think of walking in our exhausted 
condition I.-»vouId not have risked riding 
them, for a man on foot has 20 chances 
on the plains to one the mounted follow 
ens. We reached Carson City without 
further adventure, though starvation and 
thirst and fatigue were our constant com- 
panions, and there found the woman's 
husband and the other man, who were 
Just starting home. I had to get a doctor 
to give me something to quiet my nerves, 
for for eight days and nights I had not 
slept more than 30 minutes out of every 
24 hours, and erfn after alt were safe I 
could not quit listening for noises."

READING NOVELS AS WORK. 


)Plve Hundred 3Iamn»erlpt» a Tea* 


About an Average For One Han. 
Five hundred novels a year is a record 


for one man's reading, but that is about 
the number that one of the regular read- 
ers of a large publishing house in this 
city manages to examine annually. This 
examination is no superficial review, ei- 
ther, but one that gives a thorough 
knowledge of the plot, style and general 
characteristics of the manuscript, for the 
reader's opinion of each manuscript is 
written out and filed away for reference. 
One of the older firms here has nearly 00 
bound volumes of readers' opinions, with 
about 400 opinions in each volume. Per- 
haps 40 out of the 400 are about books 
which have been published. Of the other 
860 some fro- may bave been brought out 
by other publishing bouses, but most of 
them were returned to their authors, nev- 
er to appear again. 


A good reader will look over at least 


four manuscripts in a day. that begins at 
0:30 and end* *t 3 o'clock, and sometimes, 
when there is a rush of work, will get 
through twice that number. Most of the 
publishing houses do not keep manu- 
scripts more than two weeks' before de- 
ciding on jeturning them if possible. 
They form a valuable charge and bare 
to be looked out for carefully, and in 
case of loss the publisher is sometimes 
liable, particularly if the receipt of the 
manuscript bas been acknowledged. At 
least four or five oat of every hundred 
manuscripts which are declined by the 
publisher are left in the hands of the. 
house by the author. They are carefully 
put away, aqd after a certain number ot 
yean, if no one claims them, are de- 
stroyed. 


Once in awhile an author incloses a $5 


bill with the object, of propitiating the 
reader, for there seems to be a wide- 
spread supposition among a certain class 
of authors that the readers are all broken 
down and unsuccessful literary men who 
dislike to see any one succeed when' the; 
bave failed. If he does sot send an in- 
closure, the author is apt to send a long 
letter explaining that the story is "found' 
ed on fact," or the experiences of the 
.writer's grandfather, or that be bas a 
large -number of friends and relatives 
who will buy and essure It a large sale, 
and that bis friend, the literary editor 01 
the local journal, will give it a magnifi- 
cent review, or that tbe author's friends 
bare all pronounced It infinitely better 
than most of the novels published. 


It is only infinite experience which can 


teach a man to know the public taste, 
and it takes a great many qualities be- 
sides literary perception. A reader has 
to be not only a critic, but also something 
of a prophet. The forecasts of tbe weath- 
er bureau are not more carefully prepared 
or more likely to be wrong than ere the 
opinions of these men who try to foretell 
what book tbe public will like.— New 
Tork Post.

DROVE LINCOLN'S CARRU8E 


Chiritt N. Pike's StrviM M Drivtr to 


Civil War 


The local correspondent 
of the 


Springfield Sunday Republican tellf 
of an interesting etory which comes 
from Contractor Charles N. Pike, a 
veteran of the civil war, who so sel- 
dom talks of his experiences at th« 
front that many who know him w«ll 
may be surprised to learn that he was 
in the army. He saw service, how- 
ever, from 1861 o the close of the war, 
and aa a carriage driver, which h« be- 
came some time after enlisting, he was 
ultimately associated with the leading 
Union generals, fr«u McClellan down 
to Grant, and on more than one oc- 
casion bad the honoi ./ driving Pres- 
ident Lincoln about as he was review- 
ing the army. Mr. Pike emistej at 
North, Adams in 1S61 in Company B 
10th Massachusetts infantry, the com- 
pany, commanded by Captain. Smart, 
being known as the "Johnson Grays." 
He was a great lover of horses, and 
not long after reaching the front he 
was detailed as a regimental teamster 
ar.d placed in charge of a four-horse 
team. In the spring of '62 when the 
army went upon the peninsula, he was 
given charge of an ambulance con- 
nected with the headquarters of Gen. 
Sumner. Later he waa detailed to 
drive Gen. McClellan's four-horse car- 
riage, and this he did till the general 
was relieved !n 1863. Mr. Pike recalls 
an interesting incident that took place 
after the battle of Antietam. Mr. 
Clellan's army was in camp at Sharps 
burg, and President Lincoln and mem- 
bers of hfs cabinet went out to review 
it. Mr. Pike met them at Haiper's 
Ferry and was driving back to came, 
and while going down a very steep 
hill the carriage pole broke and all 
hands came near having a bad mix- 
up, but Mr. Pike was able to control 
the Corses so that the foot of the hill 
was reached with no one injured, but 
all pretty well frightened. A atop was 
then made and repairs were in order. 
With the party was a senator from 
West Virginia, who, as the wagon 
stopped, drew from a sheath on his 
hip a dirk about seven inches long, 
double-edegd and as sharp as a razor. 
Mr. Pike at first feared he was about 
to pay the penalty for supposed care- 
lessness in driving, but was reassured 
when he observed that the southern- 
er had drawn the formidable weapon 
for the purpose of cutting a stick with 
which to mend the wagon. At this 
point Lincoln Interfered and took the 
dirk from his friend. "You never split 
any rails," he said to the owner of ths 
dirk, and then went into the brush by 
the road and cut a stick. With his own 
hands he helped Mr. Pike in "toggling" 
the pole, and the party reached camp 
without further mishap. During that 
visit the president remained with Gen. 
McClellan for about three weeks, look- 
ing over the ground and planning fur- 
ther operations. After the battle of 
Fredencitsburg Lincoln 
visited the 


front again, being .accompanied this 
time by his wife and his little son, Rob 
ert, and remained for a considerable 
time. 
Mr. Pike had an opportunity 


to see much of Mrs. Lincoln, as well 
as of the nresldfint. He says she was 
a great talker and an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Gov. Andrew of this state, to 
whom she referred freouentlv and in 
the highest terms. After the retire- 
ment of Gen. McClellan Mr. Pike drove 
successively for Gens. Burnside, Hoo- 
ker, Meade and Grant, being with the 
latter when the war closed at Anoom- 
atto-jc. He served about five years in all 
being connected with the quartermast- 
er's department after the time of his 
enlistment, three years expired. He had 
many Interesting- experiences and saw 
something of the war from a stand- 
point quite different from that Occu- 
pied by most of the soldiers.

in connection with the Fosburgh case, 
and yesterday were in Troy, N. Y. In 
stories 10 their papers today 
they 


claimed lo hav» all but located "Dlrtv 
Dick" yumn of the "wiie gang," and 
to have learned much about his view 
of the murder. 


One of tlieru says that Quinn has 


authori/ed the statement that he would 
be willing to go to Pittsfleld and tes- 
tify in the case if he were assured tha* 
he would not be arrested on an in- 
dictment for a crime ia the eastern 
part of the state 
The Jouinal «ays- 


Just now Quinn is at work in north- 


ern New York, and he is not, of course, 
advertising his identity. He has been 
in Massachusetts several times since 
the story of the Fosburgh case has 
been spread all over the country. On 
Thanksgiving day of last year he was 
in North Adams and on other occasions 
in northern Massachusetts 
He has 


been in constant communication with 
his relatives and some of -his friends 
say that there has been much said 
that is not sincere on the part of tfie 
persons who cla'm they are searching 
for him. 


"There is only OHP thing that keeps 


Quinn from going back to Massachu- 
setts now," eaid a relative of Quinn 
"The one thing is that he has been. 
indicted lor complicity in an alleged 
theft of a cannon In Bristol county 
Now I Con't know whether he wag 
implicated in that affair or not. Per- 
haps he was. Perhaps the indictment 
may have been only a bluff. I do not 
know. But when circulars were sent 
out all over the country calling for 
Qulnn's arrest for complicity m that 
job Quinn decided he would not go 
into Massachusetts for the Dresent. 
"It seemed to him that the Masachu- 
eetts officers are very anxious to con- 
vict him him for Something or other, if 
they could not hold him for the Fos- 
burgh c-ise. they decided to hold him 
for something else. I do not know that 
I blame Qutnn for feeling a little bit 
sore about the way things have gone 
If they :eally wanted him to clear u*> 
the Fosburgh case I have no doubt 
at an he would be on hand. 


"Quinn is not a fugitive. He has 


talked this Fosburgh thfng over with 
me many times. 
He writes to his 


relatives 
I know from his story that 


it can lre demonstrated that he had 
nothing to do with the Fosburgh case 
He will willingly come back here and 
testify if needed at the trial. 
I have 


noticed that in all the talk that has 
been made about Qumn's whereabout 5 
since the indictment of young Fog- 
burgh «hat Quinn has been searched 
for in Connecticut and 
New 
York 


city. He has never been in that sec- 
tion. He has been all the time a vers 
short distance from here and Is at 
the call <>f the authorities if they Vant 
him. But for the indictments in th^ 
cannon theft he would have been in 
Massachusetts long ago." 


Quinn does not deny that he was 


in Pfttsfield last August He says that 
he was there two days 
before

Fosburgh tragedy and that he passed

Quinn admits being one of the party

about these things. 


"Interference with liberty comes only 


when the subjects taught are those for 
which the people care. Now that eco- 
nomic and social questions have come 
to the frout it is with these that trou- 
bles have arisen. It is no accident that 
all four cases cited arose in connection 
with utterances of economic and social 
questions. 


"Social and economic questions, bow- 


ever, are destined to divide the public 
more sharply than ever before. To de- 
fine accurately the rights and duties of 
the parties to such university educa- 
tion, securing reasonable liberty for all 
and absoljkely free course for the 
truth is thr most pressing educational 
problem which the nineteenth century 
has handed over to the twentieth for 
solution. 


"Who, then, are tbe parties to uni- 


versity instruction? 
The parties to 


this partner ship are six: First, the 
founders, donors and benefactors; sec- 
ond, the state; third, the trustees, re- 
gents or overseers; fourth, professors 
and instructors; fifth, the students; 
sixth, the constituency of the college, 
that portion of the public from which 
money and students come." 


At this point the speaker sounded a 


warning against the spread of»"Rocke- 
fellerism," as he termed it, saying of 
the man who gives money to institu- 
tions of learning: 


"He has no right whatever to dictate 


the specific view which the institution 
shall teach. The moment a donor has 
given bis money he has entered into a 
partnership with the five other parties 
of the institution, and his rights must 
be limited by tbe rights which belong 
to them. Neither may he legitimately 
draw up a creed or statemeat of opin- 
ion which tbe professors of the institu- 
tion shall be bound to teach. To do 
that would be like sending a boat to 
sea with the tiller lashed in position 
and with instructions to the sailors on 
no account to touch it, even tnough the 
boat might be making straight for the 
Icebergs or the rocks." 


Farther along in bis address Dr. 


Hyde said: 


"It is tLe duty of the state to protect

M. B. Barnieutt a stock raiser of 


Kansas, who is in Washington, believes 
that the time is coming when the Unit- 
ed Stated must look elsewhere for its 
meats. In conversation with the Kan- 
sas City Times correspondent he said: 


"Of course it will be a great many 


years before we are unable to raise 
enough cattle to feed ourselves, but 
the price of beef is steadily advancing, 
and In tbe nature of things it will con- 
tinue to advance. In time South Amer- 
ican cattlemen will be able to ship beef 
to the United States and undersell the 
home article. 


"The reason for this state of affairs 


is very apparent. Land in tbe United 
States Is growing too valuable for graz- 
ing purposes. It is only a few years 
ago that the western country was one 
vast pasture land, and the only cost of 
raising cattle was for men to watch 
them. Now the demands for agricul- 
ture are eating ap the wild pasturage, 
and the territory for cattle raising on a 
large scale is growing smaller and 
smaller. Where cattlemen once bad 
pasturage free they are now renting the 
privilege from the Indians, and in other 
ways the cost of raising cattle Is in- 
creasing. Tbe country will continue 
to grow more thickly populated, and 
we will come to have no cattle in. time 
except those raised by farmers.

stands to reason that when that tima 
comesvthe price of beef must be high 
enough to moke it profitable to graze 
cattle on farming lands, else no cattle 
will be raised."

Lock and Key to Gate In the Sucre a 


City Sent to Wtuhinfftoxk. 


The lock and key of the front gate of 


the Sacred City of Peking have been 
received at the National museum and 
will be placed on exhibition there with- 
in a few days, says a Washington dis- 
patch to the New Tork Times. The 
relics are a gift from the Rev. W. T. 
Hobart, a Methodist missionary In Chi- 
na, and were presented to the United 
States through Edwin H. Conger. Unit- 
ed States minister at Peking. 


The gate which the lock and key se- 


cured was directly before tbe palace of 
the emperor. On the lock are inscribed 
a number of Chinese characters, and 
tbe authorities of the mnseum will soon 
seek to have these deciphered and 
translated. 


The lock Is on iron cylinder 3 feet 


end 10 Inches long. Extending from 
the cyu'nder IK an iron rod, bent back 
so that it could pass through the gate 
hasp and into tbe lock guide. In the 
locii are four tumblers. The key is of 
Iron and Is about four feet long.

Trait Their Janitor*. 


'"All right," said the locksmith, who 
keeps a little shop in Amsterdam arenne 
and does odd jobs of no great importance 
in, tbemsefreg for the residents of th» 
toefghborhotid, "all right, sir; I can fix 
this key to suit you, I think." 


"Yon see," he explained to a visitor, 


when the customer had retired, "he 
wants me to "give him a janitor proof key. 
I tfitess you don't know what a janitor 
proof key is, because I know yon live ia 
a house. If you lived in a flat, you'd 
know. 
"When a man moves into a new apart- 


ttent—that is, an apartment that is new 
to him—the first thing he begins to worry 
about is the key proposition. Ill take my 
oath that New York people are the most 
traspicfous set of citizens that I ever saw 
in all my life. Why. they don't trust 
their relatives. After the man of the flat 
gets Ma string of two or three keys from 
tbe janitor be begins to let his suspicions 
loose. 


"He thinks of course that tbe janitor 


Is predatory by nature. 
Maybe he is 


right, but I believe the^law holds all per- 
eons innocent until they are proved gnilty, 
and it would be a pretty bard thing to do 
to prove a janitor gnilty. Anyway, the 
man of the flat gets aervous. He has re- 
ceived so many keys. What is to prevent 
the janitor from having kept a Duplicate 
key of the apartment? Nothing at alL 
It would be the easiest thing in the world 
(or tb« janitor to hold out, turning over 
all the keys but one and making use of 
that to enter the flat whenever he saw a 
good opportunity in the absence of the 
family. 
"That's the way the householder figures 


the case out to himself. Then he comes 
around to some locksmith in tbe neigh- 
borhood'and gives one excuse after an- 
other to account for his wish to have the 
lock changed on bis front door. It doesn't 
make any difference to the locksmith 
what tbe reason is, so long as he gets 
paid for the work he does, but the 'flat- 
ter1 seems to think it necessary to spin 
him a fairy yarn. Anyway, the matter 
ends by the locksmith going around to 
the flat, taking a eqnint at the lock, 
marking a place where he can cut off a 
trifle of the iron so that the key belongs 
to it won't work and then altering tbe 
key so that It will fit tbe revised lock. 


"For this the charge is very slight. 


There is only a few minutes' work to the 
job, and a locksmith hasn't the heart to 
make- an overcharge, yon know. Now, 
this is much cheaper than having the old 
lock taken off'and a new one put on, for 
then new key* would have to be made, 
and good keys coat considerable, yon 
know. By simply scraping a piece off the 
lock at a certain point and scraping a 
Corresponding piece of the key the 'flat- 
ter* gets practically a new protection, and 
the janitor doesn't stand the chance of 
paying him a visit without ringing the 
bell and being rtgatariy admitted."—New 
T«rk Herald.

THE PAWNING HABIT. 


Row It Appeal* to the Person of Ar- 


tistic 


Americans are always adopting tbe 


tricks and manners of Europe, but they 
usually fasten upon those which are sen- 
sible and picturesque. It is an open ques- 
tion, however, how far the pawning habit 
will spread in this country. Several wo- 
men have it already and declare that they 
ar» making converts. Tbe Mont de Piete 
in Pans, for instance, is a highly re- 
spectable institution much patronized by 
nil classes. Students who need money 
just before their remittances from borne 
come in or who want to help a friend 
who has already nsited too often "ma 
tante" (it is the aunt, and not the uncle, 
who keeps the French pawnshop) think 
nothing of strolling round to the moun- 
tain of piety and depositing spare valua- 
bles. In this country the pawn ticket has 
been looked upon as a badge of shame, 
but once ia awhile an original spirit re- 
turning from Europe keeps up the old 
happy go lucky custom here. One wo- 
man who lives near tbe so called "charity" 
pawnshop in Twenty-first street dis- 
coursed openly of her habit tbe other day. 


"Why 
not?" she said. "I make my liv- 


ing, 
and a fairly good o«e, too, by flraw- 


ing things for the magazines. I have no 
salary, but average $20 a week, more or 
less. For three weeks I may take in very 
little; then $SO will come in a lump. Now, 
if I have $30 I am not going to econo- 
mize, and by tbe time I bare aent off some 
to my little sister and bought a hat and 
treated the girls to the theater and bad a 
few joliy little lunches I am 'broke' sf am. 
My sketches have been accepted all right, 
and it is only a matter of days. S» off I 
go to the 'chanty' paw nshop, which is as 
nice as nice can be, aad 'put up' anything 
I can spare. Tbe other day, for instance, 
I was reduced rather low, but had enough 
to keep me going until my check cane in, 
when I got a letter from Aunt Maria 
saying she would be in New York for a 
few days' shopping. Aunt Maria lives 
in a one horse town and is the jolhest old 
soul that ever was born. 


"To bare her come here and not delight 


her soul with wild and reckless dissipa- 
tion in the shape of table d'hote lunches 
with wine is quite out of the question. 
So my watch and my best ring wcr* 
promptly offered up on tbe altar »f my 
devotion to Aunt Maria. Yesterday I 
put her on the train for home, blissfully 
happy at the riotous living of tbe last 
week. Would you have me make that 
dear creature forego the sowing of wild 
oats in her old age, or would you b*ve 
me bother my friends by borrowing ta 
style? No, indeed. At the pawnshop 1 
pay my 10 or 20 cents for tbe conren 
ience, nobody is wiser, and nobody ii 
put out in the least It is tbe best plan. 
What do you say? It weuld be better it 
I didn't spend tbe $50 tbe moment I got 
it? I suppose it would be tbe wisest plan, 
bnt you hare to consider the artistic tem- 
perament. For that the pawnshop is tbe 
comfort and stay. 
Try my plan, and 


you'll see wbat fun it is."— New York

Irish brigade of the Boer army, In a 
forthcoming book, says Collier's Week- 
ly, relates the following anecdotes: 


Tne best of the Boere fired not only 


very accurately, but very quickly, and 
I nave known a burgher to bring- down 
a soldier firing while sitting in the sad- 
dle, holding the rifle with one band 
and the bridle with the other. 


As to recovery from wounds, I can 


cite some curious case*. One burgher 
recovered after a Lee-Mettord bullet 
had gone clean through hie brain, en- 
tering at one side <if the bea&and pass- 
ing out through the other. I knew an- 
other case in which this happened and 
where the patient, an Irishman, had 
got so well that he used, to stroll about 
the streets of Pretoria or even dance 
a jig. He got Into a drinking bout, 
however, one day, and that was the 
beginning of the end. 


I saw a man whose jaw was smashed 


In three places, but who soon recover- 
ed, I knew another whose leg was so 
badly shattered that it had to be am- 
putated subsequently, but who sat 
stolidly loading bis Mauser and blazing 
away at the enemy. One of the most 
curious cases I know of, however, was 
that of a man who received a bullet in 
the middle of the forehead. 
By a 


happy combination of the thickness of 
the skull and the inclination of the 
bullet the missile did not enter the 
man's brain, but circled around his 
bead to the original point of impact; 
scoring off skin and hair in its passage 
and so furnishing him with a crown 
more curious and more durable than 
that of laureL 


Another curious member of my bri- 


gade was a mad artist. He used to 
spend his spare time drawing, with 
various colored chalks, the most ex- 
traordinary pictures I ever saw, filled 
with a fantastic imagination. He used 
to prise these productions enormously, 
and I believe he thought that one day 
they would win Mm fame. Now, on a 
certain occasion my brigade occupied 
an exposed" position, and it was intend- 
ed to make a stand. Subsequently a 
range of hill* farther westward was 
selected as a tiltter line, and m> troop 
was left Mgb and dry, and tbe English, 
In vast force, were coming rapidly on. 
Beceiving the oftier to retreat, we soon 
had everything in readiness, and I was 
about to mount my horse. The shells 
were already falling about us, and 
some rifle practice had taken place and 
some men had been killed. Just at 
that critical moment my mad artist 
sallied from under a wagon and came 
up to me. He was calmly indifferent 
to shell and bullet In his hand he 
held a strange cartoon. 


"Colonel," be said, "I hope you will 


like that one!" 


He also later paid the forfeit of his 


innocent but dauntless courage. 


The cheeriest individuals about the 


laager were the Kaffir boys. They 
were virtually slaves, though we did 
not call them so. We "commandeered" 
them, we did not pay them, and that 
for a good reason— namely, that, con- 
trary to what has been said, none of 
our men were mercenaries. Neither I 
nor, of course, any of the troopers re- 
ceived or asked a penny of pay. There- 
fore I did not pay my Kaffirs, of whom 
I had about a score to do the menial 
work of the camp and to look after my 
horses and those of my officers. Now, 
there is something in the black— at 
least in those climes— that makes him 
content to be a slave. Service implies 
protection, and that is a condition he 
perfectly appreciates. One of my boys, 
Pete, was a black hero. He would go 
through anything— fighting (of course 
in a passive way, but that is the most 
difficult trial), fatigue, hunger and 
thirst— yet he would never utter a 
word or give a sign of complaint On 
the whole be Uked fighting best for he 
was of one of the tribes of Zulus. 


I wou)d like to give a chapter on 


Pete, but I will now mention only one 
curious detail. He told me the real 
meaning of the word "impl," usually 
employed by war correspondents who 
want to show how deep they have gone 
as equivalent to horde or troop or 
"commando" of Kaffirs. I asked Pete 
what it meant He opened wide his 
month and showed his Ivory teeth. His 
yellow eyes opened also with wonder 
and rolled la their sockets, and he 
laughed. 'Impl," said he, with a deep, 
thick utterance, "that is war." And 
the way Pete brought out the woid 
war made me feel that impl or war to 
Pete waa the consummation of every- 
thing that made life terrible and yet all 
that made life worth living. 


Are the French latin* or Celts f

In what sense the term "Latin" can ba 
correctly applied to the French, whom 
almost in tie same breath many peoplu 
are apt to describe as a "Celtic" people 
One thing surely li certain— that in blood 
the French cannot ba at the same tim- 
both "Latin" and "Celtic." Yc-t the in 
consistency does not seem to strike peo 
pie. 


I think that, although outside Provence

cepted that the bulk of the population in 
France ia of a pro-Celtic and probably o! 
Iberian or Ligarisn stock. And this 
view seems to hold good also of Ireland 
and Wales.— London Spectator.

The stock subscriptions ran now be 


paid in, which it is said are all pledged 
j>nd it is expected that the contracts 
for the construction will be signed 
between the contractors and the com- 
pany's agent and 
officers in a few 


days. It is understood that tjie details 
have been estimated 
and that the 


operations will begin on the north end 
from Cheshire to Pittsfleld first. Other 
sections of the road will also be rushed 
on at the same time and it is promised 
that the cars will be running in some 
of the towns before snow flies. Presi-
